The German Reports 


AKING first the German announce- 
ments, they lay emphasis on con- 
tinuous fighting in the Woevre region 
and deny all reports of French successes 
there. On Tuesday they declared that all 
the French attacks at St. Mihiel had been 
repulsed and that they still held Etain, 
twelve miles northeast of Verdun. The 
German reports through the week, save 
for the announcement of the taking of 
Lille (conceded by the French) are de- 
voted chiefly to impressing the fact that 
they have lost no ground; no claims of 
important advances are made, except the 
news, given out on Saturday, that the 
German advance from Antwerp had 
reached the North Sea. - 

The official statement issued Tues- 
day said that heavy fighting was going 

‘on. in the Argonnes. “Our troops,” it 
Baid, “ are moving forward through dense 
underwood in very, difficult ground with 

jege trains for’ use against the fortifi- 

ions. The French offer obstinate re- 
sistance, firing from trees, where ma- 
chine guns are posted. Besides rifle pits, 
which are arranged in tiers, they have 
built strong points of support.” 

The German reports of the eastern 
campaign were of a different character. 
They began with the news of the Russian 
defeat at Schirwindt, East Prussia, 
which, however, happened in the preced- 
ing week. They announced on Tuesday 
that the whole of Poland west of the Vis- 
tula was in German hands, while the Rus- 
sians, it was admitted, occupied “a few 
kilometers ” in East Prussia. 

The German reports concerning 
Przemysl were apparently in conflict 
with those of the Austrians, but the con- 
flict disappears if we assume that the 
Vienna and Berlin announcements, 
though given out on the same days, were 
based.on information received on differ- 
ent days. Despite the announcement by 
Vienna on Tuesday that the relief of 
Przemysl had been “ completed,” Berlin 
announced on Wednesday that “the en- 
circling troops,” that is, the Russians, 
had been repulsed and were now manoeu- 
vred into such a position that they could 


only maintain themselves before “the 
eastern front of the fortress.” 

On u , however, Berlin an- 
nounced that the siege had been raised 
and that the German cavalry had en- 
tered the fortress from the west; that 
the Fifth and Sixth Russian Cavalry di- 
visions had been driven by the Germans 
toward the River San, and that the Aus- 
trians were attacking the Russian forti- 
fied positions along the line of Stryi, 
Sambor, and Medyka. 

The German announcements seemed 
to treat the Russian movement in the 
centre as offensive, despite the under- 
standing that it is the Germans who are 


on the offensive, for the word “ repulse ” 
was used regarding Russian defeats. For 
instance, it was announced on Thursday 
that a Russian advance, consisting of 
about eight army corps, between Warsaw 
and Ivangorod, had been met success- 
fully. The battle to the east of Wirballen, 
in Russian Poland, which began Oct. 4, 
was reported as still raging, and the Rus- 
sians were repeatedly attempting to 
storm the trenches and being driven 
back, while the Russians kept up a ter- 
rific artillery fire. 


French Side of Story 

HE French claimed advances, but did 

not claim that they were important 
ones, and claimed the repulse of German 
attacks. The chief advances noted were 
in the centre, in the direction of Craonne 
and toward the highway from Verdun to 
Metz. Advances on the right and left are 
not set forth as of any significance. Con- 
siderable emphasis, however, is laid on 
the checking of all the German attacks, 
except at Lille. The French point out 
that Lille was defended by a territorial 
detachment and captured by a German 
army corps. 

To judge by the French reports, the 
cavalry fighting in the region of La 
Bassee, Estaires, and Bailleul was severe 
and anxiously watched. In telling of this 
fight, which went on for days, the War 
Office told how the French cavalry had 
been aided by aviators, who pursued one 
German cavalry division “ during one en- 
tire day,” dropping bombs on it cease- 
lessly. Replying to a story that the Ger- 
mans had invested Verdun, the War Of- 
fice declared that the Germans had not 


yet succeeded in “hurling themselves 
against the fortified positions of Ver- 
dun.” They had made two futile attempts 
to envelop the French forces operating 
near that place. One of these attempts 
was characterized by an effort to go 
through the Argonnes Forest between 
Binarville and Ardennes, and was defeat- 
ed, two German battalions being anni- 
hilated. The other was an effort to cross 
the Meuse near St. Mihiel, and while they 
succeeded in getting to the river ba.uk 
they could not get across. 


Russian Battle Begun 


HE Russian announcements deal 

chiefly with the fighting south of 
Przemysl and the beginnings of the colos- 
sal operation which will be known as 
“the Battle of the Vistula.” Their re- 
ports do not agree at all in tone with 
those of the Austrians, but the conflict 
will not appear so great if we assume 
that the Austrian victories reported are 
actions fought with the retiring forces 
which the Russians had been drawing in 
to make their line uniform in prepara- 
tion for the great events along the Vis- 
tula. 

These events were heralded, according 
to the Russians, by the beginning of 
fighting between advance guards on 
Sunday, on the left bank of the Vistula 
in the direction of Ivangorod and War- 
saw. This. action resulted a couple of 
days later in a Russian victory, they as- 
serted; and the Russian Embassy at 
Washington announced on Wednesday 
that a battle had begun on a line extend-

to and Including October 18, 1914. 


ing from the country around Warsaw 
along the Rivers Vistula and San to 
Przemysi and further southward to the 
River Dniester. On Friday the Russians 
claimed that the Austro-German armies 
had been forced to take the defensive 
along the whole line on the Vistula and 
in Galicia. 

All that Russia has given out about 
the fighting south of Przemysl is that 
it has been going on all the week, with 
occasional Russian successes, such as the 
defeat of an Austrian column in which 
five hundred soldiers and seven officers 
and many rapid-fire guns were captured. 

In one battle, the locality of which is 
not given, the Russians captured or killed 
“several bodies of German advance 
guards.” The Russian standard-bearer 
was Prince Oleg, a son of the Grand Duke 
Constantine, who was mortally wounded 
and died a few days afterward. 


Austria, Servia and Japan 


HE Austrian reports speak of their 

“offensive” and of successful ac- 
tions, and it is evident that these were 
with the Russian forces retiring to even 
out the line. On Tuesday the Austrians 
announced the completion of the relief of 
Przemysl, the taking of daroslaw and 
Lezapk, and an attack on “ what remains 
of the hostile army” to the north and 
south of Przemysl. 

Gen. Hoefer, Deputy Chief of Staff, 
declared that Russian troops coming out 
of Ivangorod had attempted to cross the 
Vistula to the south of the city, but had 
been repulsed. This was made public 
on Tuesday. The Russian claim, given 
above, that the Austrians had been 
forced to take the defensive, was not 
made until Friday, so that there is no 
conflict here. 

The Austrian announcements’ on 
Wednesday differed in tone from those 
of Tuesday. Instead of speaking of the 
relief of Przemysl and of the remnant of 
the Russian army, they spoke of how 
the Austrian advance in Galicia had 
“ forced the Russians to lessen their ef- 
forts against Przemysl.” The conflict 
can only be reconciled by the assumption 
that the information given in one dis- 
patch was delayed in reaching Vienna, 
and that the date of publication is not 
the date on which the dispatch was 
written. 

The Austrian report about the fight- 


ing south of Przemysl, like the Russian 
reports, merely convey the information 
that it is still going on. They, however, 
report driving the Russians back in Hun- 
gary. The Austrians say they are ad- 
vancing, though “ slowly,” in Servia, and 
have driven back the Servian-Montene- 
grin force which invaded Bosnia, though 
they do not assert that it is yet out of 
Bosnia. 

The Servians only say that the Aus- 
trians were repulsed in attacks made 
upon them on Sunday and Monday, one 
of them being made on the left bank of 
the Save. 

The few Japanese reports speak of a 
steady advance, which the Germans at- 
tempt to hold back by fort, warship, and 
aeroplane. On Monday they reported that 
the Germans, having sent their airmen to 
attack the Japanese mine draggers,; the 
Japanese retaliated by flying over Tsing- 
tau and dropping bombs.
